The press boat as it steamed up the 
Thames paid ont a cable consisting of a 
seven strand conductor, insulated with 
vulcanized robber, with warps and braids 
of flax, which had been specially manu- 
factured for tne purpose. Over this ca- 
ble the progress of the boats at intervals 
of a few minutes along the entire course 
was transmitted to the papers and pub-

Immediately following the result there

The racket in Deeatnr over the noep- 


tion ot the election news begin *t about 
830 o'clock last night, the chief noise 
being heard in the circuit court room.

ttre crews of Oxford and Cambridge is 
rowed annually on the river Thames. 
This year's race was noteworthy, not 
only on account of tbe breaking of the 
record in point of speed of the contest- 
ants, bat as enabling tho London press 
to carry out sncesafully a remarkable 
piece of enterprise 


The London papers containing the re- 


sult and full details of tbe race were on 
sale with&Tfour ~inlrmtea alter the Ox- 
ford crew bad passed the winning post. 
Tbe press boat as it steamed up the 
Thames paid ont a cable consisting of a 
seven strand conductor, insulated with 
vulcanized rubber, with warps and braids 
of flax, which had been specially manu- 
factured for the purpose. Over this ca- 
ble the progress of the boats at intervals 
of a few minutes along the entire course 
was transmitted to the papers and pub- 
lished all over London almost as the 
crews were passing the points Indicated] 


Immediately following the result there 


waa dispatched a complete description 
of the race from start to finish, which 
wag in the hands of the newspapers and 
others provided with instruments long 
before a single pressman was able to 
land hia "copy" from tha press boat at 
Mortlake, and also long before the 
pigeons dispatched from the scene were 
able to settle down in a, homeward direc- 
tion 
The instruments used were Morse 


sounders. The short description of the 
race which was finally sent contained 
over 150 words —London News
